We were 
called and acted officially in some degree in the cases of 
the deaths of Wm. A. Wyman and Solomon Dennen, 
besides various other matters to adjust.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Citizens of Mason, N. H. 

GREETING :—We present herewith the annual report 
of the School Board for rIgog. 

Since Sept. rst we have maintained five schools with 
good results. At the beginning of the Fall term school 
was opened at District No. 3. We have been able to 
keep the same teachers in three of our districts, and al- 
so to secure experienced teachers for the other two 
schools. 

Finding it necessary to purchase more arithmetics, we 
have introduced the Milnes Progressive ‘Series, and 
think they will prove more satisfactory than the ones 
formerly in use. 

Good regular attendance is one of the marks of a good 
school, and it needs some ‘exertion and cooperation on 
the part of parents to secure these results. 

Safe and comfortable transportation has been provid- 
ed for the pupils of District No. 5, but we regret that 
the attendance has been so small, and our efforts met 
with so little appreciation. 

We have seven pupils attending High School at 
Townsend, Mass., also one from Dist. No. 6, who goes 
to Appleton Academy, New Ipswich, as that-is nearer 
than Townsend. | 

The State is urging the necessity of hiring district sup- 
erintendents, and we hope to see the time when our 
schools can be brought to a higher standing by such 
supervision.
